To  The  Chairman  & Members  of  the  Flaxton  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman.  Ladles  & Gentlemen, 

It  is  again  my  privilege  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  Rural  District  for  the  year. 

1969  followed  a year  in  which  a boundary  revision  took  place  and  the  stated  population  Is  thus 
somewhat  reduced  although  expansion  continues  to  occur  in  most  parishes. 

The  Registrar  General  Is  producing  statistics  in  much  greater  detail,  and  it  would  seem 
that  a computer  is  being  used  to  calculate  the  various  rates.  I have  therefore  put  away  my  slide 
rule  on  this  occasion  and  revised  the  statistical  table  to  the  ready  made  table  overleaf. 

With  the  exception  of  the  death  rate  of  Illegitimate  children  in  which,  due  to  two  deaths 
occurring,  the  rate  exceeds  the  national  Incidence.  All  other  rates  conform  very  favourably, 
signifying  a most  satisfactory  state  of  affairs. 

0ne  of  the  problems  affecting  the  public  health  elsewhere  lias  yet  to  take  root  in  the 
area.  Drug  addiction  in  certain  parts  of  the  country  is  reaching  considerable  proportions  and 
It  is  unlikely  that  this  area  will  escape  indefinitely.  With  this  in  mind  the  Y0rk  and  District 
Drug  Liaison  Committee  has  been  set  up  consisting  of  people  who  would  be  concerned  in  all 
aspects  of  this  field,  and  under  the  auspices  of  Chief  Superintendent  White  of  the  Police 
Service.  Learning  from  experience  elsewhere,  it  is  gratifying  to  know  this  machinery  is 
available  to  deal  with  the  problem  before  it  arrives  and  not  as  a salvage  operation  at  a late 
stage. 


Fran  time  to  time  complaints  are  received  In  the  Public  Health  Department  of  food  purchased 
which  has  deteriorated  and  Is  not  fit  for  consumption.  The  manufacturer  usually  has  a code 
system  which  enables  him  to  Identify  the  date  of  production  but  often  the  shopkeeper  is  unaware 
of  the  code,  and  certainly  the  housewife  has  no  means  of  deciphering  it.  It  would  seem  sensible 
to  have  perishable  wrapped  food  dated  with  the  date  of  manufacture  or  with  an  expiry  date 
beyond  which  it  should  not  be  sold.

The  most  notable  feature  of  this  table  is  the  sudden  drop  of  cases  of  measles  during 
1968  and  1969  which  followed  the  Introduction  of  measles  vaccine  in  1968.  Unfortunately 
one  make  of  vaccine  was  withdrawn  in  1969  due  to  a small  number  of  untoward  complications 
and  many  children  remained  unvaccinated.  «t  the  time  of  writing  a measles  outbreak 
is  again  occurring. 


HEALTH  3GRVICES  PROVIDED  BY  THE  COUNTY  COUNCIL. 


Since  the  loss  of  part  of  the  Riding  to  the  new  Tees-side  authority  the  areas  into  which  the  County 
was  divided  for  day  to  day  administration  was  reduced  from  10  to  8.  plans  were  formulated  further  to 
reduce  the  number  of  areas  to  four  but  owing  to  the  uncertainty  about  the  future  of  local  authorities  and 
the  health  service  as  a whole  these  plans  remain  suspended  pending  the  outcome  of  the  various  government 
schemes. 


In  its  present  form  the  Bulmer  area  comprises  the  four  rural  districts  of  Easingwold,  Flaxton,  Thirsk 
and  Hath,  an  area  of  some  400  sq.  miles  and  a population  of  62,680.  This  is  comparatively  dense  in  the 
area  adjacent  to  the  County  Borough  of  York  but  north  of  this  suburban  belt  the  population  is  more  or  less 
evenly  distributed  into  small  townships,  villages  and  hamlets. 

The  Area  Offices  are  situated  centrally  in  Easingwold,  shared  with  Welfare,  Mental  Health,  Children's, 
Highways  and  planning  Departments  of  the  County  Council. 

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  holds  appointments  with  the  four  District  Councils,  and  with  the 
Health  and  Education  Committee  of  the  County  Council,  and  is  a member  of  the  York  "3n  Hospital  Management 
Committee. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  public  Health  Laboratory  at  Northallerton  provides  valuable  assistance  in  bacteriological  examination 
of  specimens  in  connection  with  infectious  diseases,  and  of  water  supplies. 

Ambulance  Service. 

Two  stations,  at  Haxby  and  Thirsk  serve  the  area.  The  accident  service  mentioned  previously  in  which 
family  doctors  are  called  to  accidents  in  part  of  the  area  has  been  studied  widely  and  other  schemes  have 
been  modelled  upon  it,  although  the  scheme  has  not  been  extended  in  this  area. 


Maternity  & Child  Welfare. 

The  fall  in  births  notified  prior  to  1967  was  halted  in  1968,  but  again  fell  considerably  in  1969,  the 
fall  being  8.43.  Of  these  births  87*i  we re  hospital  confinements.  No  clinics  are  held  in  which  ante-natal 
or  post-natal  care  is  given.  This  is  entirely  done  by  General  practitioner  and  hospital  clinics. 
Increasingly  doctors  are  separating  the  ante-natal  work  from  general  surgery  sessions  and  attendance  of  the 
midwife  is  encouraged  at  these.  This  will  increase  as  the  full  attachment  of  nurses  to  general 
practitioners  increases  in  momentum.  Certain  nurses,  particularly  when  suitable  premises  are  available  are 
able  to  hold  mothercraft  classes  at  which  Instruction  is  given,  often  a film  is  shown,  and  relaxation  and 
exercises  carried  out.  Sixty  one  women  benefited  from  attendance  at  these.  The  same  change  may  well 
happen  in  the  case  of  child  welfare  clinics  especially  when  health  centres  become  available.  At  the  present 
time  County  Council  clinics  are  held  at  21  places  within  the  area.  The  clinic  held  at  Newton-on-Ouse 
ceased  during  1969.  premises  vary  from  our  own  purpose  built  ones  at  Huntington,  Thirsk  and  Easingwold 
through  various  stages  to  some  which  are  very  poor.  The  mobile  clinic  serves  these  latter  places  where  the 
village  hall  is  merely  used  as  a waiting  room.  3,238  Individual  children  attended  one  or  other  centre 
during  the  year  at  584  sessions. 

Nursing  Services.

This  represents  a slight  increase  over  the  previous  year  but  two  nurses  were  seconded  for  training  for 
the  health  visitor's  certificate.  A series  of  study  days  have  been  arranged  which  have  proved  of  value  to 
nurses  - the  subjects  for  these  were  of  topical  interest. 


There  is  a trend  in  the  Health  Service,  probably  resulting  from  escalation  of  work,  staff  and 
accommodation  shortage,  and  the  increasing  demands  on  the  hospital  service  to  look  more  into  ways  and 
means  of  increasing  community  care.  The  increasing  adoption  of  the  48  hour  discharge  after  confinement 
is  an  example  of  this  but  there  Isa  considerable  scope  for  early  discharge  to  home  care  following 
operations  when  home  facilities  are  suitable,  and  the  domiciliary  nursing  service  is  in  a position  to  cope 
with  more  of  this  work.  It  is  surprising  how  widespread  is  the  belief  that  community  nurses  are 
extremely  busy.  This  is  not  so  and  they  would  benefit  by  more  of  this  type  of  work  being  allotted  to 
them  in  the  home. 


Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

In  previous  reports  a table  of  immunisation  procedure  has  been  set  out  comparing  the  number  of  children 
Immunised  over  the  previous  five  years.  Unfortunately  the  lnfornBtion  available  from  the  computerised 
records  is  no  longer  In  the  same  form.  The  following  is  a summary  of  courses  completed  in  1965.

The  figures  for  primary  vaccination  using  triple  vaccine  appears  to  be  low  but  this  is  again  due  to 
the  change  in  timing  of  this  course.  Of  1048  live  births  in  1963,  374  received  triple  vaccine  in  1968 
and  465  in  1969,  making  a total  of  839,  or  80,3  of  those  born  in  that  year.  In  the  case  of  smallpox, 
Ministry  policy  was  changed,  and  smallpox  vaccination  ceased  to  be  carried  out  in  local  authority  clinics. 
Children  vaccinated  fell  from  718  in  1968,  to  391  in  1969* 


Domestic  Help  Service. 

The  service  continues  to  expand  although  In  this  area  the  user  Is  below  the  national  average. 

Aged  persons  predominate  the  users,  162  householders  helped  fall  into  this  group,  8 chronic  sick, 

6 maternity  cases  and  2k  others  represent  the  rest.  Almost  36,000  hours  were  worked  and  30  cases 
paid  the  standard  charge  of  6/-d.  per  hour. 

Chiropody. 

Little  change  was  experienced  In  the  service,  three  part-time  chiropodists  are  used  in  clinics, 
and  one  or  two  domiciliary  cases  are  paid  for  by  the  Council  to  other  chiropodists. 

The  need  exists,  as  mentioned  previously,  for  a full-time  chiropodist  possibly  shared  with  an 
adjoining  area. 

patients  are  receiving  up  to  six  treatments  a year. 

Care  and  After  Care. 

Assistance  to  tubercular  patients  continues  to  decline  as  the  disease  loses  its  severity. 

Items  of  nursing  equipment  are  available  on  loan  to  patients  on  a short  term  basis,  together 
with  various  nursing  aids. 

Health  Visitors  follow  up  cases  of  notifiable  disease  and  advise  on  hygienic  measures  in  the 
households. 

Family  Planning. 

Through  the  agency  of  The  Family  Planning  Association  clinics  are  held  at  Y0rk,  Huntington  and 
Thlrsk.  The  County  Counci  1 assists  the  Association  financially  on  a per  capita  basis,  and  the  clinics 
at  Huntington  and  Thirsk  are  at  the  disposal  of  the  Association.  Recently  family  planning  has  become 
a subject  discussed  publicly  in  the  mass  media  and  ignorance  of  the  subject  must  decline.  Attendances 
are  increasing  in  spite  of  a rearguard  action  by  its  opponents.  Doubts  have  been  cast  on  the  safety 
of  the  * pi 2.1 • but  the  risks  are  extremely  small.  Over  population  and  environmental  pollution  are 
the  most  important  basic  problems  to  be  faced  and  defeated  by  the  human  race. 

Routine  Screening. 

For  some  years  the  "nappy  test"  has  been  carried  out  on  all  young  infants  for  the  detection  of 
phenylketonuria,  but  a more  efficient  system  is  now  used  in  which  a drop  of  blood  from  the  babe’s  heel 
is  sent  to  the  laboratories  on  a piece  of  blotting  paper,  it  may  be  that  in  the  future  other  defects 
of  metabolism  than  phenylkotonuria  will  be  detected  by  this  method. 

Cervical  cytology  continues  steadily  but  its  acceptance  by  women  at  risk  continues  to  leave  much 
to  be  desired. 

Routine  testing  of  hearing  Is  attempted  on  infants  by  the  health  visiting  staff  and  doubtful  cases 
referred  for  more  adequate  testing.  It  is  hoped  thereby  to  detect  cases  of  deafness  at  an  early  stage 
when  much  can  be  done  to  overcome  this  handicap.  Schoolchildren  are  screened  in  school  by  the 
audiometric  nurse,  and  it  is  hoped  to  institute  a vision  screening  test  in  schools  annually. 

A register  is  kept  of  those  infants  requiring  special  observation  (formerly  known  as  "at  risk" 
children)  and  special  attention  is  paid  to  those  whose  early  history  make  them  especially  liable  to 
develop  in  any  way  abnormally. 

Nursery  and  Child  Minders. 

The  19(48  Act  was  amended  in  1968  and  registration  now  Includes  persons  who  look  after  only  one 
child  in  addition  to  premises  so  used.  This  had  led  to  a considerable  increase  in  such  registration, 
and  the  opportunity  is  now  taken  to  ensure  that  personswho  are  in  contact  with  children  under  these 
arrangements  have  periodic  chest  x-rays. 

15  premises  used  as  playgroups  are  registered  and  7 individual  minders. 


ANNUAL  REPORT,  1970- 


To  the  Chairman  £ Members  of  the  Flaxton  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 


This  is  the  first  report  that  I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  since  the 
setting  up  of  a separate  Housing  & Public  Health  Department.  I am  pleased  to  be 
able  to  report  that  because  of  the  friendly  and  willing  co-operation  of  your  new 
Engineer,  Mr.  Brown,  and  his  staff,  the  creation  of  the  new  departments  has  been 
accomplished  with  the  minimum  of  disruption  to  either  the  Council,  members  of  the 
public  or  staff. 


Although  the  new  sewage  disposal  works  at  Wallbutts  was  opened  in  Soring,  the 
expected  substantial  increase  in  new  building  could  not  take  place  because  of  the 
new  problem  which  arose,  namely,  the  threat  of  flooding  in  New  Sarswick  due  to  the 
Incapability  of  the  Westfield  Beck  to  take  a considerably  increased  flow  of  surface 
water  from  newly  built  up  areas  in  Haxby  and  Wigginton.  Considerable  discussions 
with  the  Drainage  Board  and  other  interested  parties,  together  with  the  consideration 
of  three  or  four  separate  schemes,  failed  to  produce  any  concrete  proposals  by 
the  end  of  the  year.  This  has  restricted  the  amount  of  land  for  which  planning 
permission  has  been  given,  and  the  completion  of  new  houses  has  remained  at  the 
comparatively  low  figure  of  210. 


The  new  public  abattoir  constructed  by  the  York  Corporation  at  Murton  opened 
in  November  and  after  some  discussion  the  Council  decided  that  it  would  be  in  our 
Interests  to  undertake  meat  inspection  there.  Accordingly  an  Authorised  Meat 
Inspector  was  appointed  and  took  up  his  duties  when  the  premises  opened.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  it  will  cause  additional  work  and  responsibility,  but  I feel  that  the 
Council  decision  to  undertake  the  work  of  meat  inspection  is  the  right  one. 


There  are  no  other  matters  to  which  I wish  to  refer  specifically.  Comments 
will  be  found  under  the  various  headings  in  the  body  of  the  report.

This  table  shows  that  the  vast  majority  of  dwellings  in  the  area  are  served  by  modern  sewerage  systems 
and  disposal  works.  The  village  of  Lilling  still  requires  sewering  and  that  part  of  Stockton  on  Forest  from 
the  Village  Hall  up  to  the  Station  requires  sewering  in  view  of  the  numbers  of  new  dwellings  which  have  been 
erected  but  served  by  septic  tanks.  If  these  two  problems  were  dealt  with  this  would  complete  the  Council's 
programme  of  providing  a sewerage  system  to  every  group  of  dwellings  in  the  area  viiich  it  is  possible  to 
serve  economically.

Many  of  the  visits  undertaken  during  the  year  were  In  connection  with  other 
matters  and  not  specifically  to  check  the  sanitary  accommodation  which  Is  the 
only  thing  under  our  jurisdiction  at  mechanical  factories.  Informal  notices  were 
served  In  respect  of  three  premises  and  all  were  complied  with.

MILK 


MILK.  PEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 


There  are  22  persons  registered  as  distributors  of  milk  In  the  area.  Most  obtain  milk  direct 
from  bottling  establishments  outside  the  area  and  have  no  dairy  of  their  own. 


MEAT 


There  was  a slight  decrease  In  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  area.  More  pigs  were 
slaughtered  but  fewer  cattle  and  sheep.  All  were  inspected  and  this  takes  up  virtually  the  whole 
time  of  one  Inspector. 

Whilst  the  table  shows  a relatively  high  proportion  of  disease  it  must  be  remembered  that  two 
of  the  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  area  deal  entirely  in  unfit  or  fallen  stock.  The  inspection 
of  this  type  of  carcase  present  a difficult  task  in  which  experience  gained  over  the  years  Is  of 
the  utmost  value. 

Fifteen  carcases  were  found  to  be  infected  with  cystlcerci,  and  were  treated  in  cold  store  for 
the  requisite  length  of  time. 

The  public  abattoir  erected  by  York  Corporation  in  the  parish  of  Murton  was  brought  into  use 
in  November. 

Revenue  amounting  to  £305  was  received  during  the  year  In  respect  of  meat  Inspection  (excluding 
the  Murton  public  abattoir  only  just  brought  into  use).

ICE  CREAM 

The  number  of  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  pre-packed  ice  cream  increased  to  67.  No  complaints 
v/ere  received  during  the  year,  and  conditions  generally  appeared  to  be  satisfactory. 

NOISE  ABATEI-ENT  ACT,  I960. 

Only  two  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  about  noise  and  these  v/ere  in  respect  of  a 
refrigerator  motor  and  a barking  dog. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT.  1956. 

Complaints  v/ere  received  during  the  year  regarding  burning  rubber  tyres  and  car  bodies,  and  a smoking 
chimney  at  a brickyard.  After  representations  to  the  firms  concerned  the  nuisances  stopped. 

The  Ministry  confirmed  a Smoke  Control  Order  In  the  parishes  of  Haxby  and  Wigginton,  coverlngsome 
236  acres  of  land  scheduled  for  development  in  the  Town  Map,  and  these  became  operative  on 
1st  November,  1969. 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT.  1963. 

The  one  animal  boarding  establi shment  in  the  area  received  regular  inspections  and  is  being 
satisfactorily  maintained  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act. 

XRAP  t'ETAL  DEALERS  ACT,  1964- 

There  are  two  persons  registered  under  this  Act,  one  operating  from  premises  in  the  parish  of 
Murton,  the  other  at  Ha*by. 

POULTRY  INSPECTION 

There  are  no  poultry  processing  premises  in  the  district. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADE  PREMISES. 

There  are  two  offensive  trades  established  in  the  area,  both  being  fat  extractor/fellmongers.  The 
premises  at  Huntington  have  continued  to  give  rise  to  a number  of  complaints  as  to  smell,  unfortunately  the 
Council  have  reached  something  of  an  impasse  in  this  matter  as  so  long  as  the  firm  continue  to  take  the  best 
practical  means  of  dealing  with  the  vapours  they  have  a defence  in  law  against  action  for  nuisance.  This  leaves 
the  Council  with  only  one  alternative,  namely,  that  of  applying  to  the  High  Court  for  an  Injunction  which 
would  probably  mean  the  closure  of  the  business.  Such  an  action  v/ould  require  to  be  supported  by  a considerable 
amount  of  evidence,  would  be  costly,  and  might  no  necessarily  succeed. 
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
